Volcanoes are sometimes responsible 


for fogs which cover million!! of acres 
at a time.

VijH-ent diu-kencd the sky over the whole 
group of the Barbados for many days. 
In 1794 all south Italy and part of 
Sicily were plunged in gloom, for two 
weeks by an outburst from Mount Etna. 


The most extraordinary fog ever known 


appeared at Copenhagen on May il, 
17S:>, and, spreading all over Europe, 
covered France early iu June. 
It was 


noticed from Itus-sia to Canada and last- 
ed in some places for four months. 
It 


veiled everything in ;\ pale blue haze and 
was i.ot affected by rain or wind. 


It showed uo tiace of moisture and 


had a strong and very unpleasant acrid 
odor. Its result was a severe epidemic 
of influenza, and, after causing terrible 
alarm in almost all civilized nations, it 
ended in a series of terrific thunder- 
storms, felt most severely in France and 
England. 


Perhaps the most startling part of 


this fog and a similar one which appear- 
ed in 1S31 was that at night there was 
no real darkness. The air seemed dully 
luminous.

The "sticking" of safe doors, as it is 


calleti colloquially, is some-thing that oc- 
curs now and thrill every city, and tho 
most common cau.-o i» tho sudden death 
of the man possessing the combination. 
Some cautious merchant; tumbles o\er| 
with heart disease or apoplexy, and his j 
safe is found locked as tight as a drum. 
In such cases there is only one thing to do. 
A hole is-drilled through tho door, so as 
to pive access to tho mechanism, uud tho 
lock is then picked with a wire. 


As burglars often employ the same 


process it may be interesting to explain 
just how it is done. A combination lock 
consistsof a series of disks, or''tumblors," 
each having a slot on the edge, and when 
these slots are brought into alignment a 
bar slides through and operates tho bolts. 
By means of a hooked wire it is compara- 
tively easy for an expert to revolve the. 
disks until the slots are all iu their correct 
positions, and that, in a nutshell, is the 
•whole trick. 


The widely prevalent idea that a combi- 


nation lock maybe opened "bycar" is ab- 
surd, and tho safe sharp who pretends to 
do ifc resorts to an ingenious method, call- 
ed "backing up." 
He approaches a safe 


•when the combination is "off," and by 
quietly turning the knob backward can 
tell by a slight obstruction when the first 
number is reached. The second is ''picked 
up1- the same way, and so on until the 
cipher is in his possession, when ho boldly 
announces that he can open tho doors 
whenever he wants to. Many a man has 
been hoodwinked into believing a gc.nl 
lock worthless by this simple dcdge. 


Sudden death is by no means responsi- 


ble for all the lockouts. Sometimes one 
of those strange mental scissions, in which 
the overtaxed brain itself slips a cog, 
causes a busy man to forget for tho time 
being one or ino^e of the numbers. He 
may have opened the safe every morning . 
for years and believed the combination te 
be as familiar as the face of his wife, but 
it has slipped away into the mysterious 
regions of oblivion, and tho harrier he 
thinks the less apt he is to recall in. 


Some years ago a New Orleans merchant 


suddenly forgot tho second number of his 
combination. Ho was iu great distress, for 
he feared a mental breakdown, and, 
strange to say, ho had the missing num- 
ber associated in some manner -.vlltf tlio 
idea of stopping or pausing. 
"It has something to do with standing 


still," he repeated over and over again to 
the baffled experts. At last ho jumped up 
with a triumphant whoop. 


"I havo it," ho yelled. "It's 23. 
Don't 


you SQC, two-eight, to wait? I knew it had 
son'.ethiiig to do with stopping." 


One of tho most remarkable lockouts on 


record occurred in 1S92 in a small town in 
this state. A general merchant had what 
was known as a screw door safe, with a 
time lock, which got out of order. The 
door in a safo of this kind is circular and 
screws in, after which an automatic con- 
trivance throws thu bolts, which are re- 
leased at a gfvcn hour by intevinr rlock- 
•vvork. The expert setit for in this particu- 
lar case made tho necessary repairs, but 
forgot to replace a, small bar connecting 
tho clock and the lock. Consequently when 
he closed tho door tho bolts ilew into po- 
sition, and there was no way iu tho world 
to get them back. 


Tho safe contained a quantity of cur- 


rency, several lino watches and a lot of 
diamond jewelry, and the owner was wild 
to havo it opened. Then began a battle 
royal. The first scheme of the experts 
was to bolt a long iron bar to the door 
and then raise tho safe by a tacklo and let 
it drop. Tho theory was that tho jar 
might cause tho bolts to lly back long 
enough to enable tho leverage pressure of 
tho bar to start tho KOTOW. This was tried 
at least a hundred times, but without suc- 
cess. 


They then determined to break down 


tho door itself. 1C was composed of many 
plates of £U:el held together by a series of 
small holts. 
A beam 25-foot long wns 


swung from a derrick like i\ battering 
ram and hurled end on against tho front 
of tho safo. 
Shifts of darkies wcru en- 


gaged to relievo each other at fixed hours, 
and tho blows were timed regularly, two 
to the ininuto. It was believed that u 
vibration could thus bo set up that would 
eventually jaroutthebolts, and, incrudiblo 
as it may seem, tho assault was continued 
unceasingly three days and nights. Tho 
blows reverberated through thu little 
town liko salvos of artillery, and tho 
whole country around turned out to see 
the fun. Sleep was impossible, and one 
exasperated resident hnd actually applied 
for nn injunction when tho platus at last 
sprung itBundor. 


Tho interior was a wreck. Tho watches 


had been literally torn to pieces. Tho 
dnmonds wcro found wrenched from their 
cuttings and tho currency reduced to rags 
by abrasion from Hying particles. It had 
to Ijo sent to tho treasury for redemption.

"First.— Because taxation on our ex- 


(M>rts means an embargo 011 our foreign 
commerce. 


"Second. — Because curtailment of our 


commerce with the I'nited States would 
lock up our products here and prevent us 
fj'oiu Kuiiiiitg our legitimate proportion of 
profit on our productions. 


"NYe can never become independent 


liuum-iully if forced ro trade solely among 
ourselves. We must have a market other 
than 1'orto Rico or else we cannot gain 
wealth. Do not mistake the proposed 1. 
per cent of the Diugley rates for a rea- 
sonable rate. It is a fuel that no class of 
goods produced here from leaf tobacco 
will he taxed less than -ti per cent ad va- 
lorem, while one of the most important of 
I his class will be taxed 1GO per cent ad 
valorem under the bill adopted by the 
house of representatives. If this is not 
an embargo ou uur trade, what cau it be 
called?' 


Earnestly Auk Free Trade. 


"We earnestly ask for free trade, bo- 


lieviiiK that with a mutual interchange of 
products between the two countries the 
I.' nil ifd States- will be more than gainer. 
The United States will for many years 
supply our 1.000.000 people with their 
manufactured products. In general we 
recognize the fact that a revenue to sup- 
port the insular government would be 
necessary, but we are decidedly of opin- 
ion thut the better method for raising 
that revenue will bo by internal taxation, 
and for the following reason*: 


"First. — Because by that system no re- 


striction will IJP placed ou our commerce 
with the United States. 


"Second. — Because the adoption of that 


system will be as simple in operation here 
as ic is in the United States. 


"In considering the amount of revenue 


needed for this island we beg to submit 
the following calculations, which aftei 
due consideration we believe cau be real- 
ized: Hum, 1.300,000 gallons, which at 
$1.10 per gallon works out at $1,430,000; 
cigarettes, 250.000,000. which at $1.51 
per 1,000 works out at $373,000; cigars 
120,000,000. which at $3.00 per 1,000 
works out at $432,000; total, ,$2,237.000. 


"We estimate the entire special license 


tax as nominally $15.000. This will give 
us a total revenue of §2.252.000. One- 
third of that equals about $750,6U6. A 
fair estimate of the annual cost of admin- 
istration is $000,000. 
Add for interest 


and sinking fund on bonds to be issued 
$150,000. Total required, ?7f>0,000. 


"Even with free trade with the United 


States there would be an additional reve- 
nue of at least $200,000 annually from 
customs duties on goods coming here 
from foreign countries. It" congress wil 
authorize Porto Rico to issue $2,000,QOO 
of 40 year 5 per cent bonds, the above 
will provide for i hem— viz. for interest 
1100,000, and for sinking fund, !?30,OUO. 


"Therefoi-e we infer that it will be un 


necessary to adopt for this island the f ul 
revenue rates of the United States. One 
third of those rates will give ample re 
ceipts to cover all the above. Porto Rico 
has no bonded or other debts. 
Therefore 


$2,000,000 of bonds to l>e issuwl for inter 
nal improvements would be conservative. 


Interim! Revenue Recommended. 
"We call your attention to the fact tha 


it has been the custom for nil countries ti 
make internal improvements by tho sys 
tem of bonded indebtedness which divides 
the expenses among succeeding genera 
tions. V\Te dd uot desire to have the bur 
den of, internal improvements placed un 
us solely. If it must be so, theu we asl 
that it be doue by a system of interna 
taxation that will not prevent tho iu 
crease of our commerce with tho state 
of the American Union aud that will uo 
starve us. 


"The fact cannot be disputed that ou 


people are in sore distress. All commerci 
is now hampered. The investment o 
capital is stopped. Our farmers have uot 
the moans to plant or to gather their 
crops. 
Building and improving are im- 


peded. Capital refuses to come hero for 
investment iu either manufacturing or 
agricultural pursuits for the reason that 
the sovereignty of the United States over 
this island has deprived us of five trade 
with Spain aud Cuba, which formerly 
took our exports at fair prices and ena- 
bled us to live. 


••\Vc now ask as a right in equity that 


free trade with the United States bo giv- 
en us. We ask bread as a right from our 
mother. Do not, we pray, give us a stone. 
\Vt! ask for an immediate decision."

Gladstone ami IlrttUIancb. 


In some reminiscences of Gladstone 


published in Chambers' Journal occurs 
thia passage: "The 
late Mr. Charles 


Bradlaugh, incredible as it may seem, 
exercised a strange fascination over Mr. 
Gladstone, for which no satisfactory ex- 
planation has hitherto been given. When 
the honorable member arose to address 
the house, the aged statesman would 
leave his seat in order to get nearer to 
the speaker, and if Mr. Bradlaugli unex- 
pectedly took part in a debate during the

To do this on one occasion 
he stood with his back to the partition in 
the house and, taking his pistol, fired 
a ball through the boards just above his 
head, thus registering his height, which 
measured G feet 4 inches. Strangers used 
often to call at the house to see the hole 
made by Houston's pistol. This action of 
his seems to contradict the statement 
that he left the state in early youth.— 
Cincinnati Tribune.

Could JN'ot Turn Round. 


According to Dr. W. W. Smith of Wil- 


listou. S. C., the first railroad in the 
United States was the South Carolina 
railroad, afterward called the Charleston 
and Augusta 
railroad, 
running 
from 


Charleston to Augusta, a distance of 140 
miles. The road was begun in 182G aud 
completed in 1833. 


Some of the queer things which distin- 


guished it from the roads of today were: 


The first motive power used on this 


road was wind utilized in sails made of 
cloth on the cars. 


The locomotives had two smokestacks, 


one at each end. In going.jlo Charleston 
one of tbe stacks was used aud in coming 
back the other. 


There were no spark arresters, and ev- 


erybody along the route had to watch 
their property to prevent its being burueii 
up. 


One hundred miles a day was good 


traveling iu those days. 


When night came on, all hands struck 


camp aud waited for daylight to come ia 
order to proceed. 


The track was composed of ties and 32 


foot stringers ou which a baud of iron 
like a common tire was laid and nailed 
down to the wood. 


A track walker went ahead of the en- 


gine every day to knock down the "snake 
heads," or nail heads, to prevent acci- 
dents. The dread of the engineer was the 
"snake heads," or nails protruding above 
the iron rail, for they were 
prolific 


sources of accidents. The conductors col- 
lected the fares from the outside, walk- 
ing on boards about like the open street 
cars are now arranged. 


There were no conveniences on the 


cars as in this day and time. The cars 
stopped at stated intervals for the con- 
venience of the passengers. 


The mail facilities were meager and 


very primitive. A split stick served for 
a mail bag, as letters were put in sticks 
aud handed up to the conductor aud were 
thrown out the same way. 


The coupling links were made of wood, 


so that when a car ran off it would break 
and save the others from running off.— 
Augusta Herald.
